Violent weather felled trees, downed 
power lines and blew out windows as a 
string of thunderstorm s rumbled 
across Ohio Thursday night, but cooler 
air was to move into the state today 
bringing an end to the unsettled 
weather. 
There’s a chance of showers and 
thunderstorms today over the south 
and east parts of the state, but by 
evening the cool front is expected to be 
through the state clearing skies for the 
weekend. 
High tem peratures today 
are 
forecast in the upper 70s and 80s. Lows 
tonight in the upper 40s and 50s and 
highs Saturday, under mostly sunny 
skies, in the 70s. 
The heavy thunderstorm s were 
accompanied by several confirmed 
funnel clouds, high winds and large 
hail, but there were no known serious 
injuries or widespread major damage. 
The National Weather Service 
placed six northern Ohio counties 
under tornado warnings Thursday 
night. However there were no reports 
of twisters touching down in inhabited 
areas. 
The Allen County sheriff’s office 
confirmed that a tornado touched 
down in an open field just east of 
Delphos. 
Much of the state was hit by severe 
thunderstorms. Trees and power lines 
were reported downed by the high 
winds, gusting up to 65 m.p.h. in some 
areas. 
In Meigs County, high winds hurled 
two mobile homes onto Ohio 124 near 
Salem Center, blocking the road for 
several hours, the sheriff’s office said. 
The mobile homes sustained heavy 
damage but no one was hurt. 
Much of the town of Delphos was 
without power for nearly two hours 


and widespread power outages were 
reported in lim a, Celina, St. Marys 
and Wapakoneta. 
Hail three-quarters of an inch in 
diameter was reported in Delaware 
County. 
Thunderstorm activity also 
was 
reported over Lake Erie and the 
weather service advised small boats to 
seek a place of safety. 
Thunderstorm s and high winds 
continued today from the mid-Atlantic 
states into the Southern Plains and 
over the Great I^akes Region. 
A tornado in Belle Vernon, Pa., blew 
over six mobile homes and caused one 
injury. At Greensboro, N.C., winds 
measuring 85 miles per hour flipped 
over two airplanes and a helicopter 
and destroyed a hangar. Also, winds 
estimated at over 50 m.p.h. overturned 
and destroyed several boats in East 
Dayton, Ohio. 
Washington

clocked gusts of 76 m.p.h. and winds of 
67 m.p.h. were reported in Columbus, 
Ohio and Charleston, W.V. 
There were numerous reports of 
damage to trees and power lines in 
parts of North Carolina, Virginia, 
Ohio, Indiana and Illinois.

Women Convinced 
O f Political Future 


NEW YORK (AP) — Many women 
left this year’s Democratic convention 
convinced they are coming of age 
politically and with a new appreciation 
of the art of compromise. 
“ Women delegates this year were 
much more politically mature about 
when to negotiate and when to be part 
of the system,” said Carleen Waller of 
Nashville, 
Tenn., 
an 
alternate 
delegate. 


“ They have learned political ac­ 
comodation, in the finest sense, and 
how to get what they want politically. 
You can’t read this in a book. Women 
haven’t lost their ideals but they’ve 
learned how to tie them into practical 
politics.” 
For the first time, women put 
together a cadre of their foremost 
feminists, including Rep. Bella Abzug 
of New York and Pennsylvania 
Secretary of State Delores Tucker, to 
negotiate directly with a presidential 
nominee about their concerns. 
They accepted a compromise with 
Jimmy Carter over their demand for 
50-50 representation at future con­ 
ventions after winning a pledge that 
the party would lead the fight for 
equality and that Carter personally 
would campaign for the Equal Rights 
Amendent in 16 states which haven’t 
ratified it. 
The delegate selection compromise 
puts 
the 
party 
on 
record 
as 
“ promoting” rather than “ requiring” 
an equal male-female delegate split at 
future conventions. 
Women also were successful in 
making sure that an abortion rights 
plank which they considered 
ac­ 
ceptable was included in the platform. 
The plank opposes a constitutional 
amendment banning abortion. 


CHOWCHILLA, Calif. 
(AP) - 
Twenty-six children and the driver of 
their school bus who vanished on their 
way home from a swimming outing 
apparently are the victims of a mass 
kidnaping, the Madera County sheriff 
said today. 
Deputies and police searched the 
San Joaquin Valley farmland through 
a windy, rainy night split by lightning 
and thunder for some clue to the 
whereabouts of the children, who 
ranged in age from 5 to 15. 
The bus in which the children had 
been riding was found in a dry canal 
Thursday night. 
“ It appears to be an abduction,” 
Sheriff Ed Bates told reporters. “ We 
are waiting to be contacted.” 
Bates said his investigators found 
two sets of tracks superimposed on the 
bus tracks, suggesting that an ab­ 
duction “ would have to be planned, it 
seems to me.” The tracks showed that 
“ somebody left the area after the bus 
was parked.” 
The bus, which was to have returned 
the children from the Chowchilla 
fairgrounds, was found abandoned in a 
dry canal during a search from the air. 
It was hidden in a heavy stand of 
bamboo in the flat farmland about 35 
miles northwest of Fresno. 
The sheriff said he couldn’t “think of 
any other possibility” but a kidnaping. 
“ There’s no blood, no evidence of foul 
play at the bus. I’m at a loss for words 
about this one. I absolutely can’t figure 
it. We can’t find anybody who has a 
motive.” 
Bates said the FBI has been called 
in. 
The children are students at the 
Dairyland Unified School, which 
school district secretary Nita Hansen 
described as “ just a little country 
school.” 
She said the bus driver, 55-year-old 
Frank Edward Ray Jr., was “ very 
reliable” and had been driving for the 
school for 28 years. 
Sheriff Bates, who set up a command 
post 
at 
the 
Chowchilla 
Police 
Department, speculated that there 
were five possibilities: a “ deranged 
guy” who had kidnaped the entire 
group; 
a 
“ personal 
revenge, 
somebody who wants to make the 
parents suffer;” a kidnaping “ for 
money;” a “terrorist” plot; or “ some 
older kid on the bus took command by 
force.” 
Shortly before dawn Bates discarded 
as a clue reports that a white van seen 
the last two days near where the bus 
lets children off might be involved in 
the disappearance. The vehicle turned 
out to be a “ dental van” which has 
been assigned to the area, he said. 
The sheriff’s office said it received 
calls from anxious parents beginning 
about 4:15 p.m. Thursday. At that 
time, the bus was two hours overdue. 
Investigators towed the bus out of 
the canal and began a search, roping

off the area around the bus. At one 
point, 30 officers from several jurisdic­ 
tions were assigned, including a force 
detailed to a door-to-door search south 
of the town. 
Officers recovered two towels and 
items connected with a childrens’ 


ceramics project, Bates said. The key 
was missing from the bus’s ignition, he 
said. 
The bus had made three stops, let­ 
ting off three groups of children, but it 
never made its fourth and last stop, 
Bates said. 


Prior to Bates’ announcement that 
he 
suspected an abduction, Sam 
Baretta, the father of U sa Baretta, 12, 
one of the missing children, said: 
“ It seems so damn strange. There 
must be a logical explanation. I 
haven’t faced reality yet.”

Alcoa Admits Political Payments 


WASHINGTON

- 
The 
Aluminum Company of America paid 
at least $25,000 to Jamaican political 
parties and officials in 1971 and 1972 
after U.S. 
Am bassador 
Vincent 
DeRoulet suggested the firm con­ 
tribute to a shadowy educational fund, 
U.S. officials say. 
These sources say DeRoulet, who 
died last year, solicited the con­ 
tributions at a time he was attempting 
to prevent Jam aica from nationalizing 
American bauxite mining interests. 
Alcoa, as the world’s largest 
aluminum company, has a critical 
interest in bauxite, a vital element in 
the production of the metal. Jam aica is 
among the world’s largest sources for 
bauxite. Alcoa obtains about IO per 
cent of its needs from the Caribbean 
island. 
The disclosure came with American 
industry already under criticism for 
trying to influence foreign political 
campaigns with payments and other 
forms of pressure. 


First word of the Alcoa incident 
came when the firm filed a statement 
with the Securities and Exchange 
Commission saying an unidentified 
U.S. ambassador to an 
unnamed 
country had suggested to a senior 
company official that a payment be 
made to the educational program. 


Subsequently, Alcoa said, company 
officials decided to respond to the 
solicitation. A certified check for 
$25,000 was written, but it was made 
out to the ruling party of the country. 
That was followed by four more 
checks totalling $25,000 written to 
various officials of the involved 
country. Alcoa, in disclosing the four 
checks, did not make a link to the am­ 
bassador’s solicitation. 
The U.S. sources later identified the 
nation as Jam aica 
and the am­ 
bassador as DeRoulet, who was ap­ 
pointed in 1969 by President Richard 
Nixon. 
In a statement released from its 
Pittsburgh headquarters Thursday, 


Alcoa said, “ The ambassador was only 
incidental to the event. We have no 
reason to believe the ambassador 
thought the grant was to be used for 
any other purpose than the education 
fund. 
“ We in no way said we were 
pressured or coerced by a U.S. am­ 
bassador into making a contribution,” 
the company said. 
The sources said the party receiving 
the money was the People’s National 
Party, headed by Michael Norman 
Manley. The identity of the officials 
who received checks remained un­ 
disclosed. 
In a statement to the SEC, Alcoa 
acknowledged that no proof was ever 
uncovered of the existence of the 
educational fund. The firm said the 
books of its Jamaican subsidiary 
showed the payment as 
a 
mis­ 
cellaneous expense. 
Government officials added that 
their investigation has not found any 
Jamaican education program and they 
did not believe such a fund existed. 
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M arkets Carter, M ondale Plan Future Vote Strategy 


NEW YORK (A P) — The stock 
market moved broadly lower today, 
apparently depressed by the latest 
surge in the nation's money supply. 
The opening Dow Jones average of 
90 industrials was about three points 
lower, and declines led advances by 
about a 2*1 margin among New York 
Stock Exchange-listed issues. 
Weakness was linked to the Federal 
Reserve’s report as the market closed 
on Thursday that the nation's basic 
money supply had risen 1 2 .6 billion in 
the latest reporting week. 
A sharp rise in the money supply has 
been unwelcome on Wall Street lately, 
since stock traders fear the Fed might 
be prompted to tighten its credit reins 
and cause an interest rate rise in order 
to hold inflation down.

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NEW YORK (A P) - Democratic 
presidential nominee Jim m y Carter 
today returns to Georgia where his 
giant-killer campaign began and 
where h ell map plans to capture the 
White House in the Nov. 2 election. 
Carter and the other half of his Blue- 
Gray ticket, Sen. Walter F. Mondale of 
Minnesota, closed out the 
1976 
Democratic National Convention with 
tandem acceptance speeches Thurs­ 
day night that proclaimed “ a new 
mood in America." 
Before leaving New York, where 
delegates approved his nomination, 
stamped a platform drawn to his taste 
and endorsed his running mate with 
more harmony than Democrats have 
seen in a decade, Carter scheduled his 
first postconvention strategy session 
and meetings with Democrtic National 
Committee leaders. 
“ Nineteen seventy-six wiU not be a

year of politics as usual," Carter told 
the convention. “ It is a year of con­ 
cern, 
and 
of 
quiet 
and 
sober 
reassessment of our nation’s character 
and purpose — a year when voters 
have already confounded the political 
experts. 
“ It can be a year of inspiration and 
hope. And I guarantee you it wUl be the 
year when we give the government of 
this country back to the people of this 
country.” 
Carter opened his speech with the 
line which mostly brought chuckles 
when he started using it 19 months ago, 
“ My name is Jim m y Carter, and I ’m 
running for president." 
Poking fun at the Republican 


division in the nomination race be­ 
tween President Ford and Ronald 
Reagan, Carter predicted a victory 
with 
his 
relatively 
youthful 
Democratic ticket, “ no matter which 
Republican party they decide to send 
against me." 
“ We are a new generation of 
leadership," Mondale said. “ We are 
strong. We are experienced. And we’re 
ready." Carter is 51, Mondale, 48. 
The 1976 Dem ocratic National 
Convention ended with the Rev. Martin 
Luther King, father of the slain civil 
rights leader, declaring, “ Surely the 
fiord sent Jim m y Carter to come on 
out and bring America back where she 
belongs."

OTTAWA, Canada (A P) — Prime 
M inister Pierre Ellio tt Trudeau’s 
venture into Olympic politics ap­ 
parently has hurt his already dwin­ 
dling popularity among Canadians 
while worsening further his country’s 
less-than-happy relations 
with the 
United States. 


At a time when opinion polls put 
Trudeau at his lowest level of public 
esteem since taking office in 1968, 
aides admitted Thursday that letters, 
telegrams and calls about his attempt 
to keep Taiw an's athletes from 
competing as representatives of China 
are running against him. The same 
trend is reflected in newspaper edito­ 
rials and in man-in-the-street contacts. 


The U.S. Embassy was clearly 
irritated by the Canadian govern­ 
ment’s reaction to President Ford’s 
comments supporting the Nationalist 
Chinese. Foreign Secretary Allan 
MacEachen accused Ford of “ political 
interference," but the Americans were 
understood to be more annoyed by 
MacEachen’s suggestion that Ford 
was motivated by domestic political 
concerns. 


“ I don’t think the U.S. would be 
particularly happy if some expatriate 
Americans decided that they were 
going to participate in games under 
the name of the United States of Amer­ 
ica," Trudeau commented Thursday. 
" ...If 
the 
Palestine 
Liberation 
Organization athletes wanted to come 
and say they represent Israel and Pal­ 
estine, obviously we would object and 
so would the Americans." 
The political consequences for 
Trudeau are difficult to calculate, 
since his Liberal government does not 
have to seek re-election until 1978. But 
a Gallup Poll in May found 49 per cent 
of the Canadians questioned were 
dissatisfied with the job he was doing 
and only 33 per cent approved. It 
virtually reversed the figures two 
years ago when the Liberals were re­ 
elected. 
Trudeau has had to buck several 
scandals involving some of his cabinet 
ministers, his own flip-flop on a 
campaign promise not to put on wage- 
price controls and dissatisfaction in 
the English-speaking provinces with 
the government’s program to foster 
bilingualism. 
Indian Leaders W ary 
O f Ford Invitation 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The White 
House has invited about 200 American 
Indian leaders to meet with President 
Ford, but some tribal leaders fear 
Ford may be trying to use them to 
drum up campaign publicity. 
Ford, eyeing both Jim m y Carter and 
Ronald Reagan, planned to discuss 
legislative commitments with Chief 
Goodbear, Chief Greenfeather, Chief 
Driving 
Hawk 
and 
200 
others 
representing various tribes. 
Charles Trimble, executive director 
of the National Congress of American 
Indians, said the Indian leaders hope 
to direct Ford’s attention to the In­ 
terior Department’s “ lack of per­ 
formance in dealing with litigation 
that affects Indians." 
Also, they want assurance that Ford 
will not veto a large Indian health care 
improvement act, Trimble said. 
But he noted the White House had 
invited the Indians to wear their 
traditional native costumes when they 
arrive for the conference and that 
some of the Indians are concerned they 
are being used for political purposes. 
“ They worry that they are spending 
tribal money to fly to Washington to 
give Ford publicity,” Trimble said. 
Ford is in a tight race with Reagan 
for the GOP nomination as the last of 
the party delegates were being 
selected this weekend in Connecticut 
and Utah. 
A lot of wooing of 172 uncommitted 
delegates was underway. Ford now 
has 1,032 delegates to Reagan’s 999, 
according to Associated Press tallies. 
The total needed for nomination is 
1,130. 
Ford on Thursday congratulated 
Jim m y Carter on becoming the 
Democratic presidential contender. 
Acting like a nominee himself, Ford 
told Carter, “ I look forward to a good 
contest this fall.” 


Press secretary Ron Nessen said 
Ford thought he and Carter would give 
the American people “ a real choice.” 


Theodore Maars, an aide who helped 
coordinate Ford’s meeting with the 
Indian leaders, said Ford planned to 
discuss new White House initiatives in 


dealing with Indian affairs. He said 
Ford planned to discuss the problem of 
“ self-determination," or how much 
power and control Indians should have 
over their own social services.

Reagan's campaign chief in Penn­ 
sylvania, Gordon Hoffman, said his 
candidate gained 16 delegates in the 
long series of private sessiorfs, and 
several uncommitted delegates pre­ 
dicted Reagan gains of IO to 15 con­ 
vention votes from Pennsylvania. 
But by the end of the day, Reagan 
had added only one publicly com­ 
mitted delegate to his list of five in 
Pennsylvania, and one of Ford’s 72 
delegates switched to the uncommitted 
column. 
An Associated Press survey, before

Few Republicans are inclined to go 
that far, and thereby inevitably lay 
themselves open to accusations of 
apathy toward the problem of the 
jobless. While such a charge is 
spurious, it is true that Republicans in 
general believe that a higher jobless 
rate might have to be tolerated. 
Carter believes that “if we get down 
below 4 per cent unemployment, you 
would have very high inflationary 
pressures as you tried to reach lower 
and lower levels of unemployment.” 
And, he told Fortune editors, the 
inflation rate would probably rise 
above IO per cent within a few years 
after a jobless level of 3 per cent was 
reached. 
The jobs versus inflation issue, 
therefore, is seen as one of degree 
rather than philosophy. 
The Ford administration believes 
that right now we are producing the 
most jobs we can without generating 
an even higher rate of inflation. Go 
slowly but steadily, it states, and 
unemployment will fall in the same 
manner. 
Carter says we’re nowhere near our 
limits. 
Again, there is nothing unique in 
these approaches, and many political 
analysts tend to see the Democrats as 
the party that takes the risks, and the 
Republicans as the ones who come in 
to restore stability. 
It doesn’t take much research to spot 
the exceptions to this — in recent 
years, for example, we had little in­ 
flation under President John F. 
Kennedy, a lot under President 
Richard M. Nixon — but there might 
be truth in it this year. 
Carter believes there is a lot more 
potential energy in the patient and that 
we should encourage if not force it to 
exercise that potential, whereas 
President Ford fears that to do so 
would only drive the patient’s inflation 
fever higher. 
No Talks Planned 
In Hospital Strike 
CINCINNATI (AP) — No new talks 
were planned Thursday between the 
University of Cincinnati and 1,640 
workers who struck the two hospitals 
late Tuesday night. 
A university spokesman said a 
federal mediator was expected to call 
both parties back to the bargaining 
table “today or the next day.” 
General Hosital, operated by the 
University of Cincinnati Medical 
Center, continued efforts to reduce its 
patient population. Holmes Hospital, 
also struck by District 51, American 
Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employes (AFSCME) said 
no such program was necessary there.

My daughter got hold of some water 
pills from some friends in her high 
school class. They now share these 
pills in order to lose weight. How can I 
convince her that this is dangerous?

Dear Mrs. K.: 
Sharing any kind of pills is fraught 
with danger. Both the giver and the 
taker are doing themselves an in­ 
justice. 
The parents of the girl who is trading 
these water pills should be informed 
about this ridiculous complecity. The 
doctor who prescribed the diuretic, or 
water pills, should alxo be told about 
his. 
The balance of fluid in the body is 
one 
of 
the 
most 
rem arkable 
mechanisms for the maintenance of 
good health. In most instances, the 
elimination of water, and the amount 
of water that is taken, maintans that 
important balance. 
Under some circumstances, such as 
circulatory problems, kidney diseases, 
heart 
disease 
and 
hormone 
irregularities there may be an unusual 
retention of excess fluid. Some women, 
just prior to their menstrual periods, 
will retain more than normal fluid in 
their tissues. 
Diuretics, or water pills, are used to 
increase the elimination of fluids from 
the body. An attempt to lose weight by 
the use of diuretics is a false notion. 


Temporary loss of weight because of 
the loss of fluid is the most that can be 
hoped for with the use of water pills. 


The use of diuretics, when used 
under the specific guidance of the 
doctor for specific reasons, is a 
valuable therapeutic technique. 


I fractured my leg two months ago. I 
was healed completely. When the 
weather is turning bad I feel definite 
pains only in that leg. Can weather 
have anything to do with a healed 
fracture?

Dear Mr. S.: 
Your story is not uncommon. It 
seems that a great many people 
complain of unpleasant sensations in 
the area of a fracture before, or during 
a change of weather. 
In the absence of any X-ray or other 
findings this should not be a source of 
concern. Almost always, after four to 
six months, these pains tend to 
disappear.

Public School Aid 
Formula Pondered 
INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - The for­ 
mula used to calculate state aid to 
public schools under Gov. Otis R. 
Bowen’s property tax freeze probably 
will be changed in the 1977 legislature, 
according to State Budget Director 
Edison L. Thuma. 
Thuma said eliminating “ghost 
kids” from the formula might be 
enough to equalize the distribution of 
state aid and ease the financial crunch 
which has local school officials in fast- 
developing areas screaming for 
financial relief. 
Bowen’s tax restructuring program 
froze the total amount of local ap­ 
propriations to public schools at the 
1973 level. Thuma said the “ghost 
kids” represented the difference in 
enrollment between 1973 and 1976.

Dr. Heintz gave his observations on the past olympics. He 
talked on sportsmanship and how it relates to athletic and 
spectator conduct and attitude.

Blackcock is the story of a British 
“Dear Abby.” Elizabeth Ingram, in 
her late forties, but still an attractive 
woman, has lost one husband and one 
lover. When she learns her son is about 
to marry a woman older than himself, 
the accumulated stress pushes her 
towards a complete nervous collapse. 
Clearly, she has some old ghosts that 
need exorcising and she heads for the 
US and a small, deserted town in 
Arizona. This is the town that had 
seemed to haunt her lover, the best­ 
selling author, Steve Olsen. In the 
mockup bar of an old film set for 
cowboy movies, she meets Paul 
Ducan, Steve’s old friend, a once 
celebrated cowboy star. He is reliving 
his past glories, and through him she 
learns the meaning of ghost life. Only 
after she returns to England, and digs 
back into her past does she realize that 
Steve too was living a phantasy—his 
one bestselling novel. 
The story of Judith Guest’s, 
“Ordinary People” is quite simple. 
Conrad Jarrett, suffering unnecessary 
feelings of guilt over the accidental 
death of his brother, has attempted 
suicide and been confined to a mental 
institution. Now he is back home. The 
characters move through the ac­ 
complishments and blunders of their 
everday lives, learning bit by bit that 
normalcy is no rock foundation for a 
family when it is shaken by the storm 
of the unusual. 
In “Instead of Education: ways to 
help people do things better,” John 
Holt suggests alternative methods of 
learning based on resource exchanges 
and shared experiences rather than 
enforced schooling. Some of Mr. Holt’s 
message is new; all is interesting. 
Disciples of and antagonists to Mr. 
Holt’s theories will probably square 
away for further battle. 
Another book likely to stir con­ 
troversy is “Me and Ralph” by David 
Sanford, managing editor of the New 
Republic. Sanford has known Nader 
since 1965 and “Unsafe at Any Speed.”

Everyone has heard it said that a 
doctor’s worse patient is another 
doctor, and that’s what William A. 
Nolen becomes in his latest book, 
“Surgeon Under the Knife.” The 
doctor has been a typical prospective 
“Type A” heart victim—working too 
hard, playing too hard, always tense 
but driving himself. Elven though he 
knew all the symptoms of a heart 
attack, he at first refused to recognize 
them when they were his own. Finally 
succumbing to pressure from family 
and friends he checked in for an 
examination and wound up facing 
surgery. Feeling he was being rushed, 
he left the hospital and went to another 
doctor. From here on the book is quite 
candid — critical of certain doctors, 
some hospital practices, high in praise 
for others and their new surgical 
techniques. It’s an “afterthought” sort 
of book by a well informed man who 
discusses the options today’s heart 
patient has before him. It tells quite 
frankly what can and does happen in 
post-operative care, but shouldn’t. 
For Western fans, “Red Grass” by 
Carter Travis Young is the story of 
Cullom Blain. He comes to Antelope 
Valley on the trail of one of the men 
who had raped and murdered his wife, 
and finds himself in the middle of a 
range war. He declines to join up with 
either side, but finds himself caught up 
in the enmity and killing. 
“Man Outgunned” by Lewis B. 
Patten is the story of six gunmen who 
rob a bank in a sleepy Colorado town 
while most of the townspeople are at a 
Fourth of July picnic. They kill four 
people and kidnap a young girl. With 
only inexperienced townspeople to 
help him, the sheriff sets out in pursuit.

16,000 Workers 


CLEVELAND (AP) — Ford Motor 
Co. will idle about 16,000 workers, 
some of them for three weeks, as it 
closes four Cleveland area plants to 
retool for production of 1977 models, 
the company said today. 
Meanwhile, the about 2,100 members 
of United Auto Workers Local 425 who 
work in Ford’s van and truck plant in 
Avon iJike decided Tuesday to split 
away from that local to form their 
own.

NEW YORK (AP) — Since Jimmy 
Carter says it has happened to him, 
many people are wondering just what 
being “bom again” means. Those 
versed in the New Testament know, of 
course, but studies show there's 
considerable illiteracy in that area 
these days, even among Christians. 
Some don’t understand — or 
misjudge — the concept. 
Uke various other religious terms, it 
is “puzzling to modem minds,” says 
the Rev. Dr. Henlee Barnette of 
Southern 
Baptist 
Theological 
Seminary in Ijousville, Ky. “Even 
some Christians have vague notions as 
to what the phrase actually means.” 
Sometimes, they associate it only 
with revival-tent emotionalism or a 
momentary, crowd-induced “high,” 
bereft of rationality. But that wasn't 
ifs original Biblical context. Instead, 
it was the subject of a thoughtful, 
private conversation between Jesus 
and a fellow rabbi, Nicodemus. 
‘‘That which is bom of the flesh is 
flesh, and that which is bom of the 
Spriit is spirit,” Jesus says in John 3:6- 
7. “Do not marvel that I said, ‘You 
must be bom anew’.” 
Actually ifs sort of a point of 


discovery about a person’s place and 
purpose in life, how it all hangs 
together in the province of God, has 
direction and makes sense personally 
and universally, and an inner af­ 
firmation of it. 
Ifs a little like Archimedes realizing 
the law of material mass and ex­ 
claiming, “Eureka! — I have found 
it!" 
In spiritual rebirth, a person gains 
“a whole new perspective of the 
world,” says Dr. Barnette, a professor 
of Christian ethics. “While it is the 
same old world, he sees it through new 
eyes." 
It is an act of mind, will and emotion 
— and a definite new commitment to 
its impact. It can happen suddenly or 
through an extended period of 
cumulative experiences, deepening 
awareness and determination of the 
will. It is an awakening to meaning, in 
God's universal design; it is being 
‘‘saved” 
from 
futility 
and 
meaninglessness. 
“’Salvation’ is a much more com­ 
mon experience among contemporary 
Americans than many people seem to 
think,” says the Rev. Dr. James T. 
Baker, a religious historian of Western 


Kentucky University. 
“All in all, ifs a perfectly natural 
experience that answers perfectly 
normal needs ... It is being called by 
God and responding.’ 
While the experience often is 
caricatured as a cultic trait only of 
holiness groups, he says “this is not 
really the case.” He cites material 
from scholars of Roman Catholic and 
other high liturgical churches to show 
they all embrace the concept, if not the 
particular terminology. 
Sometimes ifs called a “spiritual 
conversion" or “turning point" in a 
person's life by an act of will. The Rev. 
Dr. Frank H. Clumper, evangelism 
secretary for the Virginia Baptist 
General Board, says it occurs when a 
person “voluntarily submits himself to 
the Lordship of Christ” and “deter­ 
mines that in the power of God’s Spirit, 
he will live the Christian life day by 
day.”

Chessie System 
Plans Expansion 


CLEVELAND (AP) — Two con­ 
struction projects at a combined cost 
of $69 million were announced Thur­ 
sday by the Chessie System. 
The bulk of the funds—$56 million- 
will be used for the construction of a 
railroad terminal facility in Cin­ 
cinnati. The remaining $13 million is 
earmarked for a track project to serve 
John’s Creek area coal mines in 
eastern Kentucky. 
Work on the terminal project, an 
automated classification yard, is set 
for this summer and will gradually be 
phased in over 5 or 6 years, the firm 
said. 
A company spokesman said that 
Cincinnati is a hub of activity for the 
firm, with more routes converging 
there than at any other point on the 
system. 
He added the new facility should 
greatly facilitate the inflow and out­ 
flow of trains through the area. 
The new terminal, which will have a 
40-train capacity, will also feature new 
shops for locomotive servicing and 
spot freight car repair, as well as 
pollution abatement facilities. 
The firm said the construction will 
permit the abandonment of 18 miles of 
steepergraded 
track 
of 
the 
Chesapeake and Ohio Railway to the 
northwest by providing capacity for all 
CAO trains to operate over the 
Baltimore and Ohio line. 
The computer-controlled hump of 
the project, the raise point from which 
freight cars coast down to assigned 
positions in the yard below, will 
process cars at a rate of six per 
minute, and build IOO different 
classifications. 
The other project calls for a nine- 
mile route leaving the Chesapeake and 
Ohio main line at Coal Run, Ky., and 
connecting to Scotts Branch and the 
John’s Creek amd Coon Creek sub­ 
divisions. 
The new route is expected to save the 
firm equipment expenditures of an 
estimated $1.5 million a year, as well 
as enable them to gain substantial 
service improvements. 
The firm said that the easier grades 
of the new track will permit larger 
trains, which will be able to travel 
more quickly and frequently. 
The proposal also includes the 
construction of a 1,700-foot tunnel, five

Carter as the leading vote getter with 
over 52 per cent of the total vote by 
Democratic electors, gaining 126 
delegates of a possible 152. 
President Ford took just over 55 per 
cent of the total Republican vote and 
garnered 91 of a possible 97 delegates 
over Ronald Reagan. 
The results also show former U.S. 
Sen. Howard Metzenbaum took the 
Democratic U.S. Senate primary with 
53.3 per cent of the vote Incumbent 
Republican Sen. Robert Taft was 
unopposed in the Republican primary.

Phone Boost 
Date Given 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Recently 
approved 
increases 
on 
certain 
equipment of Ohio Bell Telephone Co. 
will go into effect Aug. 13. 
The boost is part of the $200 million 
rate hike approved by the Public 
Utilities Commission of Ohio last week 
to bring in more revenue for the utility 
that serves three-quarters of the state. 
The increases that will go into effect 
next month include: 
—A $2.70 hike in monthly residential 
telephone bills. 
—An increase in pay telephone 
charges from IO cents to 20 cents. 
—A 20-cent charge for directory 
assistance calls after a limit of three 
free calls a month. Customers will be 
able to get two listings per call. 
—An increase in installation charges 
boosting the cost for residential phones 
to $36.50 from $16 and for business 
phones to $41.50 from $20. 
—A 37 per cent increase in charges 
for long distance calls within the state. 
A measured residential service will 
also be in effect that could reduce 
customers bills who use the telephone 
infrequently.

The 
music is good by itself, but works even 
more effectively as a soundtrack to the 
68-page book illustrated with drawings 
by youngsters from nearby Monterey. 
“The idea is that when you read a 
book you play it like a movie in your 
mind," he said. “The music is like a 
soundtrack to that mental movie.” 
Pacific Art's second album is by a 
group called Kaleidoscope. They are 
the first — but not the last, Nesmith 
hopes — to benefit from Pacific Art’s 
unique contract. 
"The kind of contract we offer is so 
different that it would strike major 
firms as lunacy,” he said. 
The contract provides such unusual 
features as nonexclusivity, control of 
the master recording by the artist, 
quantity discounting for sales to dis­ 
tributors, payment of royalites for all 
records sold and a pledge that the 
record will always be available for 
sale. 
Perhaps the key is permitting the 
artist to maintain control of the master 
copy, Nesmith said. This permits him 
to maintain artistic control of the 
ultimate package and makes him a 
part of the entire creative process, 
instead of cutting him out after the 
performance is recorded, Nesmith 
feels. 
X-Ray Risks 
Denounced 


WASHINGTON (AP) - An outside 
panel of experts wants the National 
Cancer Institute to halt routine X-ray 
screening of healthy women under age 
50 for breast cancer. The panel con­ 
tends the risks of the radiation may 
outweigh the benefits. 
The tests, called mammography, 
have been given to about 250,000 
women since 1972 under a program run 
jointly by the NCI and the American 
Cancer Society. 
Health officials disagree about the 
risks of mammography. They plan to 
take up the issue at a meeting Monday. 
NCI Director Dr. Frank Rauscher 
said the risks are likely to be “very 
small." But he said the benefits of 
screening “may not be as great as was 
thought when the project started." 
However, an official of the American 
Cancer Society said Wednesday the 
society would be “extremely reluctant 
to discontinue projects that are 
bringing about the early detection of 
breast cancer in women, including 
women between 35 and 50.” 
The screening program combines 
both X rays and physical exams.

BONN, West Germany (AP) — 
Richard 
Wagner 
conceived 
of 
Bayreuth as "a kind of Washington of 
art" and helped finance his dream of 
an opera festival by composing a 
march for the Philadelphia Centennial 
celebration of 1876. 
The philosopher Friedrich Nietz­ 
sche, a disenchanted Wagnerite, saw 
the Bayreuth festival as a "con­ 
temptible little German affair” 
overrun by “cultural cretins.” 
The Russian composer Peter Ilich 
Tchaikovsky found to his dismay that 
“chops, baked potaotes and omelets 
were discussed much more eagerly 
than the music of Wagner” during 
intermissions in the marathon per­ 
formances at Bayreuth. 
For Adolf Hitler, the festival fed the 
Nazi myth of a heroic and noble Aryan 
race. 
This summer, the Richard Wagner 
Opera Festival is marking its 100th 
birthday as controversial today as it 
was when the arrogant and caustic 
genius of Germanic opera chose the 
remote Franconian town of Bayreuth 
as the shrine of his musical and 
mythical cult. 
Ninety-three years after the com­ 
poser's death in Venice, Wagner’s 
mystique and notoriety continues to 
live after him. The taint of Nazism 
added during Hitter’s rise to power 
still clings to the unadorned walls of 
“the big bam” — as the Spartan opera 
house has been dubbed locally. 
Nevertheless, this year's festival is 
sold out and 60,000 fans are expected to 
ascend the “Green Hill” for the cen­ 
tennial festival, which runs from July 
24 to Aug. 28. A July 23 ceremony 
marking the centennial is to be at­ 
tended by West Germany President 
Walter Scheel. 
Highlight of this year’s festival is to 
be a new production of Wagner’s

After a century of family control, the

Olympics On; U.S. To Participate 


MONTREAL (A P) — The clouds 
cleared from Montreal today and two 
facts stood out bright and clear. The 
Olympic Games will go on and the 
United States will compete in them. 
The Americans abandoned their idea 
of possibly pulling out in sympathy 
w ith the Taiwanese. One of the first to 
hail the decision was C.M. Yang, coach 
of the Taiwan team. 


“ I would have felt terrible if the 
United States had pulled out, because 
it would be such a disappointment to 
all their athletes, and all because of 
us,” Yang said. 
The Taiwanese problem still was not 
finally solved. The International 
Olympic Committee (IOC) still had to 
persuade the Taiwanese to drop the 
name “ Republic of China” in the 
opening parade, though the Canadian 
government has now backed down and 
said they can use their flag and an­ 
them. 
But the decision by the United States 
to go ahead and compete removed a 
fear that the Games might disin­ 
tegrate. 
Philip O. Krumm, of Kenosha, Wis., 
69-year-old president of the U.S. 
Olympic Committee, who has been at 
the center of the Taiwan crisis all 
week, announced the decision to keep 
the team in the Games. 


Krumm has been the peacemaker 
between the idealistic IOC, iron-willed 
Canadian Prim e M inister Pierre 
Trudeau and the proud Taiwanese 
delegation. He backed the IOC to the 
hilt in its defense of the Olympic 
charter, but tried to persuade the 
Canadian 
government 
and 
the 
Taiwanese to give a little. 


More than 40 Taiwanese have been 
held up in the United States, denied 
entry visas because they would not 
bow to the Canadian demand to drop 
their name, flag and anthem. 
For two days Krumm thought his 
mission was heading for failure. 
Neither the government nor the 
Taiwanese would give an inch. 
But Trudeau, after weeks of refusing 
to change his position, suddenly gave 
way Thursday and said the Taiwanese 
could use their flag and anthem. 
Krumm had been holding a club over 
Trudeau, saying the U.S. team might 
pull out if the Taiwanese were not 
allowed to take their place in the 
Games. 
It was a strong weapon. Nobody can 
picture an Olympic Games without the 
United States taking part. There were 
fears that if the Americans pulled out 
other countries would follow, and the 
Games, which Montreal has planned 
for six years at an estimated cost of 


$1.5 billion, could fall apart. 
Krumm and Lord Killanin, president 
of the IOC, were in complete harmony 
on one point. They thought of the ath­ 
letes first. “ We feel the athletes, who 
have 
given 
so 
much 
time 
and 
dedication to preparing themselves for 
these games, deserved consideration,” 
Krumm said. “ We had that in mind in 
deciding not to withdraw.” 


Killanin has insisted all along that 
the 10,000 athletes expected to compete 
at Montreal are the first consideration. 
He said that was why the IOC stopped 
short of cancelling the games, or with­ 
drawing its recognition, in the face of 
what he has bitterly denounced as 
political interference by Ottawa. 


The IOC hoped the Taiwan affair 
would be solved Friday. First it had to 
vote to change its rules and allow the 
Taiwanese to march in the opening 
parade as “ Taiwan” and not as the 
Republic of China. A twothirds 
majority among the 69 IOC members 
present is needed. 


Then the Taiwanese had to be per­ 
suaded to accept the idea. There was a 
precedent at the Rome Olympics in 
1960, when the Taiwanese marched as 
“ Formosa” but unfurled a banner 
saying “ under protest.”

Big Firms Dom inate 
Sales To Russia 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Recent 
grain sales to the Soviet Union suggest 
that farmerowned cooperatives still 
are a long way from cracking the 
lucrative Russian market, which has 
been dominated by huge multinational 
companies for many years. 
Although some large regional co-ops 
are making renewed attempts to pool 
and coordinate sales so they can 
develop a larger share of the export 
trade, a new report by the Agriculture 
Department says serious deficiencies 
still persist in the way cooperatives 
are working. 
“The major problem in cooperative 
export activity is fragmentation and 
lack of coordination within the

CLEVELAND (AP) - A Cleveland 
tax consultant who says he is director 
of the Sickle Cell Anemia Society of 
America has produced another pur­ 
ported will of the late billionaire How­ 
ard Hughes.

A court official in Las Vegas said he, 
too, received a copy of the purported 
will and that it has been filed, along 
with 32 other purported Hughes wills 
that preceded it.

Five large multinational companies 
dominate farm export trade, including 
the recent grain sales to the Soviet 
Union. Over-all, the report said, these 
firms account for about 85 per cent of 
total U.S. grain exports. 
The firms are: Cargill, Inc., Min­ 
neapolis; Continental Grain Co., New 
York; Cook Industries, Inc., Memphis; 
Bunge, Inc., New York, and Louis 
Dreyfus, Inc., New York. 
Although the USDA has not disclosed 
precise figures, it is believed that all of 
the 4.4-million metric tons of wheat 
and com sold thus far under a long­ 
term agreement with the Soviets in­ 
volved companies among those five. 
Several firms have confirmed making 
sales this month. 
The 4.4-billion tons come under 
terms of the agreement, which calls 
for Russia to buy at least 6-million tons 
annually for five years beginning with 
deliveries after this Oct. I. Up to 8 
million tons can be sold without further 
negotiations, but if more than that is 
wanted Russia is obligated to consult 
with U.S. officials. 
In its research study — Improving 
the Export Capability of Grain 
Cooperatives — the USDA said 
regional co-ops, in some cases, have 
“not seen fit to coordinate their ac­ 
tivities” 
with 
neighboring 
cooperatives.

Up to three lawyers could sit as 
arbitrators in a case, but Whitfield 
believes that one lawyer would be 
enough in most cases. 
The lawyer-arbitrators would be 
paid $75 a day, which would be covered 
by court costs in most instances. 
“Ifs a plan that has worked suc­ 
cessfully in other Ohio counties and I 
see no reason why it can’t work here,” 
Whitfield said. 
“Of course, a lot depends on how 
well the lawyers accept it. Some at­ 
torneys don’t like to have anything 
heard except by a judge and jury. 
There 
would

rethinking on their part. 
“We get a lot of cases filed here that 
don’t involve much money. The ar­ 
bitration plan would help cut down on 
our case load and allow us to con­ 
centrate on criminal cases,” he said. 
Whitfield has received tentative 
approval from county commissioners 
to locate the arbitration hearing room 
in the commissioners’ former cham­ 
bers in the old courthouse. 
“We wouldn’t be hiring any new staff 
people, either. We already have a 
secretary that could cover the ar­ 
bitration hearings in addition to her 
other duties. 
“That’s a whole lot different than 
setting up a new court with a judge, 
bailiff and secretary.” 


Whitfield said he has volunteers 
from the Summit and Medina County 
bar associations willing to act as ar­ 
bitrators. 
He said he still must finish a draft of 
rules for the arbitration hearings and 
submit them to the Ohio Supreme 
Court for approval.

Army To Dispose 
O f Gas Rockets 


DUGW AY PRO VIN G GROUND, 
Utah (A P) — After seven years, the 
Army’s chemical warfare test station 
here finally is getting rid of some le­ 
thal scrap — rockets with warheads 
containing nerve agent. 
The nerve agent, GB, is better 
known as nerve gas, though Army 
scientists insist it really isn t gas. It’s 
in warheads of partially destroyed M55 
rockets that Dugway began burning — 
the approved method of disposal then 
— in 1967. 
The work was halted in 1969 when the 
Army declared a moratorium on open 
air release of toxic chemicals, l-ethal 
chemicals were blamed the year 
before for the death of 4, 500 sheep. 
The 36,000 rockets, all burned at 
least once, have been in unsealed pits 
since then, and the Army estimates 569 
still have warheads intact, each 
containing 10.5 pounds of nerve agent. 
The rockets, designed for offensive, 
antipersonnel warfare, became ob­ 
solete with United States policy 
against offensive use of chemical and 
biological weapons. As post-Korean 
War hardware, destruction was re­ 
quired 
because 
time 
corrodes 
warheads and makes seals imperfect. 
Dugway officials say some of the six- 
foot rockets have had minor leaks of 
nerve agent, but that constant 
monitoring has shown no effect on the 
environment. 


A new disposal technique was 
worked out and cleared through 
federal environmental channels after 
the Army formed its Chemical 
Dem ilitarization and Installation 
Restoration Office in 1972. 
One by one, the 61 pits, each about 
IOO feet long and seven feet wide, are 
being sifted and cleared, the land 
restored.
